SAN FRANCISCO - The Practice 
of Chinese Americans accepting 
election .as members of the Taiwan 
governments legislative and control 
Yuans is continuing to Stir up 
controveIsy both in the US and 
工 aiwan. 

The debate，Taging for the jlast 
three Ionths in Several Chinese 
language papers in the US，concerns 
those_ Taiwan representatives in the 
US _ who are also naturalized US 
citizens，When they became US citi- 
Zens,， they pledged allegiance to this 
country，but they also vowed alle- 


giance to Taiwan when they 
accepted their posts abroad. 
Can they maintain “dual loyalty 


and dual citizenship'? 

As TIecently as June 4. according 
to _ the Centre Daiy News the 
Taiwan 1legislature discussed dual 
citizenship， The newly-formed oppo- 
Sition party in Taiwan，the Demo- 
cratic Progressive Party，and Some 
of the Taiwan media，have criti- 
cized the Taiwan government for 
Violating its Own laws by using 
Overseas Chinese with foreign_citi-

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June 18 Hearing on Portsmouth Square 
May Bring Biggest Changes in 25 Years 


SAN FRANCISCO - The Park 
and Recreation Commission， 3 
Seven-member board appointed by 
the Mayor，will vote June 18 on a 
master plan to bring the first major 
changes to Portsmouth Square in 25 
yearS.

The first phase calls for making 
better use of grass and Sunlight by 
moving the elevator building and 
Iestrooms tO the entrance to the 
pedestrian bridge connecting Ports- 
mouth Square to the Chinese Cul- 
ture Center. 

According to Park Planner 训 
Tah Learner of the Recreation and 
Parks Department， "TIhe Plan is 
divided into five malor Phases， 
Which are flexible. It will take 
anywhere from 4 to 0 years，、 -TIhe 
budget will be about y$4 million 
Plus，for the whole project. . . ， We 
hope to get 42 million from a Park 
bond in NovembeT, 

Part of the funding would come

Other changes call for moving the 
childrens Play area and the game 
tables，adding Imore benches，and 
building a clock tower in the center 
of the Park.

Hsieh called "out of date"” the 
thinking that many overseas Chinese 
become citizens just for "conve- 
Dience，Nowadays，given the demo- 
graphic， economic and political 
situations in both mainland China 
and Taiwanm ，rost of the overseas 
Chinese in the US chose to become 
Us citizens.。 They want to abide by 
American laws and be merged into 
the mainstream，not only for their 
Own Sake，bnut for the Sake of their 
offspring.” 

Attorney Edward Liu says it is 
inconsistent for members of politi- 
cal parties in the US to be atffili- 
ated with parties overseas，but he 
believes that since the US Constitu- 
tion guarantees freedom of associa- 
tion, it is not a legal problem. 

Victor Huang，a former candidate 
for a legislative representative Post 
for Taiwan，accepts the position 
that holding a US passport is a 
matter of convenience for many 
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Chinese， He said that most natural- 
ized Chinese are still loyal to 
mainland China or Taiwan，no 
matter what the legalities indicate. 

However，Huang crticized the 
Sejlection process for legislative and 
control Yuan representatives as 
"unfair and not representative. The 
closed-door Selection process and the 
use of a _ certain quota System Pro- 
tects only the interests of a Small 
group of people，” he said.

One Chinatown journalist doubted 
that the US government has dual 
citizenship high on their Priority 
list.

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Nurse Fights Suspension 


At Health Center No. 4 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


SAN FRANCISCO - Jennie L， Lee has been a 
TIegistered nurIse for over 25 years，、 She works at 
Health Center No. 4，in the Chinatown/North 
Beach area，but She was not on duty last week. 
She was Serving a One Week Suspension. 

She hired an lawyer and fought the suspension， 
but lost an appeal to the Director of Nurses for 
the Dept. of Public Health，Barbara Giles-Wallen. 

A third party notified 天 ast[Hest of the suspen- 
Sion and both Lee and her union Tep Donna Ger- 
ber，who represents nuIses for United Public 
Employees Local 790， agreed to discuss the case. 

Both Giles-Wallen and Lee's immediate Superior， 
head nurse Angela Barry referred calls about the 
case to Director of Health Dr David Werdegar， 
who did not return a request for an interview. 

Lee said that the immediate event that led to 
her suspension was a case involving a Chinese 
mother who filed a complaint against her，but that 
the real issue is a personajlity conflict with Barry. 

Lee claims that her troubles started at Health 
Center No. 4 when she received a_ disciplinary 
warning last year for not calling a case conference 
at the direction of Barry. 

She said that she had checked with a Public 
health Durse who was consulting on the case， 
involving a patient with scoliosis，or deviation of 
the Spinal column，"because case conferences are 
usually called by public health nurses. 

The Public health nurse's Supervisor，according 
t0 Lee，complained to Barry and the disciplinary 
action was initiated against Lee. "There is no 
Protocol for clinical nurses to call conferences," 
Lee said to explain her reluctance to call one. 

In her defense she also submitted documentation 
that she bad a heavy caseload and a letter from a 
doctor saying that She (Lee) "wasnt feeling- well， 
during the period in question. 

工 have been a nurse at Health Center #4 for 
five years and before that at Health Center 帮 5 
for seven years and nothing like this has ever 
bappened.…” Lee did admit that she had a criticism 
in one Health Center #$ evaluation that She was 
"aloof and "non-communicative,"” which she 
explained as because she "works fast" and tends to 
“keep going" in her duties. 

The incident that triggered last weeks Suspen- 
Sion was a visit by a Chinese-speaking _ patient 
with her four and a half month old infant:， The 
child had "atopic dermatitus，blemishes and Tashes 
all Over her face，according to Lee.， When she 
found out that the mother was giving the baby 10 
0Zz. of Soy Imilk at one feeding，Lee says she 
advised the woman to reduce that feeding and 
give the baby more fruits and vegetables. 

She also corrected the woman's habit of patting 
the baby while the feeding took Place and told 
her "to pat the baby .after the feeding more 
lightly.” At no time did she raise her voice to the 
woman and she said she noticed that the woman 
"did not seem to hear what 工 was Saying," 

Thbe woman then went for a _ visit to 8a doctor 
and had some Problems with an immunization for 
the baby.， What Lee did not know is immediately 
after the Visit the woman filed a complaint with - 
another nurse against both Lee and the doctor.

Depression and Recent Chinatown Suicide

SAN FRANCISCO - Immigrants 
Lie people with a dream. It can't be 
| denied that many great achieve- 
[ments have been accomplished by 
US immigrants -- People who left 
family and friends in search of 
| opportunity and freedom. 
But thiere is also a dark side to 
the story -- the many who don't 
make it，those who come with high 
hopes and are met with disappoint- 
Iment and defeat. 

IIhe extreme act of hopelessness 

,and despair is self-destruction， The 
suicide last month of Man Fung 
1Kwan，a 28-year-old immigrant 
在 om China (EL[WS/21/87)，raises the 
duestion -- why would a young man 
雇 the Prime of his life leap to his 
death? 
In this case，1like many others 
before，the answers will never be 
known， KKwan had never Sought 
1 help 人 om a Chinatown community 
agency.

UIts cases like this,” explained 
1 ESychiatric social worker Rudy Kao 
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of Chinatown/North Beach Clinical 
Services (formerly Northeast Mental 
Health Services)，"which are the 
most difficult， These are people 
who don't link up. Thbe majority of 
them are isolated." 

Althiough the suicide rate in 
Chinatown has dropped off since its 
all time high in the mid-fifties 
when it was Six times the national 
aveIage，Iental health workers feel 
itSs still a serious problem. Accord- 
ing to Kao，jumping offt buildings 
is a_ common method of suicide for 
People in Chinatown，"Its accessible， 
it doesn't take anything like a gun 
OT drugs$. Its also a very isolated 
act 

Testimony to the Success of men- 
tal health services is the fact that 
only Six Chinese clients under 
treatment for mental health Prob- 
lems have committed suicide since 
1980，Orver forty_ clients identified 
as Sticide risks have been removed 
from risk by being hospitalized in 
the psychiatric ward during the jlast 
two years. 

Since it opened in 1966 as North- 
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east Mental Health Services，clinic 
staff has helped thousands of immi- 
grants and refugees find their way 
out of mental distress。Wilma Louie， 
clinic director since 1980，said that 
a _ large Percentage of the clients 
that have come through the clinic 
are depressed. 

"We see a lot of depression mani- 
fested in different ways，sSuch as in 
physical complaints like insomnia， 
stomach aches and headaches， 
Louie explained， Other common 
symptoms associated with depression 
are low enregy，moodiness，3an in- 
ability to_ concentrate and a loss of 
appetite. 

CASE STUDY 

When she first went to Self-Help 
for the Elderly，Mrs.C. was 3 07 
year-0old widow .from Hong 天 ong 
who had been in the US for only 
1 months. Her Son had brought her 
here to help watch her 外 andchil- 
dren. She had come with high hopes 
of being reunited with her son and 
his family，but shortly after her 
arrival She began to have conflicts 
with her daughter-in-ljaw.， When Mrs， 
CSpoke ”with psychiatric social 
worker from Chinatown/North 
Beach，she told him she didn't feel 
that life was worth living. She told 
him she wanted to die. 

Although drinking tea was one of 
her few pleasures，MIrs，C. didnt 
dare drink tea in the younger 
Woman's presence. She spoke of the 
"cold eyes"” of her daughter-in-law 
Who constantly watched MIS， (CC 
Whenever whe drank tea. The 
daughter-in-law would constantly 
wipe underneath the cup. She also 
became afraid to watch her grand-

children because the daughter-in-law 
would criticize her for any trans- 
gressions the children committed 
Under her Supervision， 

Living in an Eastbay Suburb，Ms. 
C. was isolated. Her closest friends 
were in Hong Kong and she missed 
the freedom of being able to come 
and go as She Pleased because She 
could not speak English，MIrS，(. 
felt trapped and helpless because of 
the abuse she was receiving. 

The social worker Spoke with 
both the son and his wife about the 
older woman's concerns，TIhe Son 
apologized for his mothers "old 
fashioned" ways while the daughter- 


in-law stated that "TIhis was Amer- 


ica" and she "didn't want the old 
woman to interfere with her house- 
hold." 

After Several Sessions with the 
family the social worker assessed 
that they were unable and/or 
unwilling to compromise and make 
the Situation more bearable for the 
older woman. He spoke privately to 
the Son advising him to assist his 
mother in finding and paying for 
an apartment in Chinatown until 
She was eligible for SSI in three 
yearS. 

Once MIS. C was living on her 
own in Chinatown and keeping reg- 
ular appointments with 3a social 
WOIker She was able to overcome 
the suicidal thoughts and began to 
make new friends.， Having someone 
to talk with about her Problems 
alleviated some of the stress.

"When we sold the Grandview all 
The person who bought the theater 
took all the flms， II think he 
disposed of them all in Oakland.

Said his Stil awestruck younger 
brother，Lawrence， "When faced 
with an insurmountable problem，he 
could see a very Simple answer 
which he would immediately set out 
to undertake， He would never brag 
about his accomplishments.
